Besides, the total receipts from 18 acres 
of Kui'uvai paddy harvested came to Rs- 7071/- and 
the actual cost of cultivation for this area worked out 
to Rs 2780/- leaving a net profit of Rs. 4291/- from 
an area of 18 acres, for a single crop of kunivai- 

Three strains of kuruvai paddy, 3 of samba and 
one of Thalhadi were under trial in the University 
Ilxperimental Farm, during the year. The Madras 
Government Agricultural Departmet was supplied with 
improved seeds enough for a thousand acres.
